It Takes Force 


to Meet Force 


Berlin Verdict 


The Big Four conference broke 
up yesterday with these accomp- 
lishments: 


1. Cleared the way lor the draft- 
g of the Austrian independence 
treaty.. 


2. Russia promised not to try to 
blockade Berlin again. 


3. Russia and 
West 
pledged 
themselves to "get along better" 
in Germany. 


Not much was actually accomp- 
lished. Progress in the 
Austrian 
matter was a relatively minor suc- 
cess. On the main front, in Ger- 
many, East and West remain dead- 
locked. 
., But the psychological 
victory 
'3joe's'to the West. Russia was com- 
pelled by time and circumstance 
to--abandon her blockade of Ber- 
lin. And diplomatic observers say 
it is clear that Russia no longer 
has hopes of extending her influ- 
ence, into Western Germany — in 
fact, she feels her position in East- 
ern Germany is so insecure she is 
dropping other disputes in order 
to concentrate on defending that 
part of her sphere of influence. 


This is logical from the Russian 
viewpoint — twice in our times 
la^uss.ia has been invaded from the 
eastern German frontier. Where 
she, collided with Britain, France 
and' the United States, jhowever, 
was her insistence on holding Ber- 
lin exclusively and attempting to 
extend her influence even .farther 
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to the west. 
Russia has lost on that issue 
She threw the weight of implied 
military lorce ngainst her old 
World War II allies, 
but 
was 
promptly met by the threat of eq 
ual force — and the Kremlin lost 


The significance of all this is 
Pyhat the presence of military force 
does not always result in 
war 
Sometimes it is the prime reason 
why, 
there is no war. 


Who doubts but what Russia 
would have marched into Western 
Germany if she had been sure no 
military force would have chal 
longed her? That is precisely wha 
Adolph Hitler did in Czccnoslo 
vakia — and got away with it.Anc 
precisely what he did later in Po 
land—but this time plunging th 
world into war. 
£4 The facts of history seom to shoy 
'not that standing armies and ai 
fleets provoke war — but they pro 
vent war, if both sides see to i 
they are adequately prepared. 
That's the lesson from yester 


day's Big Four adjournment.

June Outbreak 
of Polio Worst 
in State History 


Little Rock, June 21 —(/P)— Out 
break of polio—infantile paralysis 
—in Arkansas Is worse now than 
in June of any previous year. 


Announcing 59 cases of the di- 
sease had been reported this year 
through last week — not including 
an undetermined number of new 
cases this week, Dr. A. M. Wash- 
burn of the state 
health 
depart- 
ment said today: 


"There is no question but that 
polio is on the upswing in Arkan- 
sas." 


He said that with two weeks left 
in the month, 31 cases have been 
reported in the state this June. 
Fifteen cases were 
reported 
in 
May. 
"Ordinarily," Washburn 
added, 


"our polio cases do not start until 
the last week in June, with July, 
August and September 
the 
pre- 
valent months." 
The 59 cases reported through 
last week are well ahead of the 
number for the corresponding per- 
iod of 1946, when Arkansas had its 
worst polio epidemic.

emergency steps to attempt to han- 
dle the increased load of polio pa- 
tients were coming in today. 
The hospital business manager, 


K. W. Newman, said facilities in 
the emergency ward "are entirely 
inadequate and trcatmnt will be 
handicapped."

Cut Down 
on Drinking 


Washington, June 21 —(/P)—Amer- 
icans apparently drank less intoxi- 
cating liquor last year. It's certain 
they spent less on their drinking. 
This was reported yesterday by 


the commerce department, which 
said the total 1948 outlay for whis- 
key, 
beer and wine was an esti- 
mated $8,000,000,000. The 
figure 


was 8.7 per cent below 1947, and 
marked the first time since 1938 
that the nation's drinkers had spent 
less than they did the preceding 
year.

Washington, June 21 — (/P)— Sec 
etary of Defense Louis Johnson, 
with President Truman's approval, 
today proposed the modernization 
of two aircraft carriers at a total 
cost of $80,000,000. 


Johnson made the announcement 
tin departing from a prepared ad 
dress to the 114 members of the 
graduating class of the 
National 


War college. 
President 
Truman 
presented the diplomas. 


In his prepared speech, Johnson 
referred to the Soviet 
union 
as 
"conspiratorial" 
and 
"despotic." 
He said it is because of Russia that 
the United States must maintain a 
strong military machine. 
And this nation does have, he 
declared, "a readiness and

fense potential superior to that of 
any previous period in our nation's 
peacetime

regularly arc not merely anti-rack- 
eteer. They are anti-union.'' 


I think Pegler as a personality 


is unimportant in the questions 
whether unions arc more bad than 
good and whether the nation as a 
sovereignty should put up 
with 
them further. Persons Who agroe 
with me rush to defend me by say- 
ing that I am1 not anti-union but 
only anti-racketeer and anti-Com- 
munist. I am sorry to let them 
down, but they are mistaken. I am 
anti-union. The distinction I some- 
imes make is that I am pro-labor 
but anti-racketeer and anti-union. 


Our union movement 
is 
anti- 
labor. It is incorrigible and inher- 
ently hostile to all of us. It hurts 
the workers first and worst 
be- 
cause thev are in the front rank of 
conflict. That proposition could be 
as easily maintained by 
anyone 
else who brought knowledge, 
ex- 


perience and firmness to the de- 
bate. It is not PeRlerism merely 
because I state and maintain it. 


We need no more congressional 


committee investigations to prove 
the basic fact that our union move- 
ment is composed almost entirely 
of d i c t a t o r s h ips and-or rot- 
ten-borough political systems. A 
review of:the ages and terms ,of 
the union bosses, many of whom 
have been presidents of great ag- 
gregations of subjects 
for 
forty, 
thirty or twenty years, should in- 
dicate to any intelligent American 
that there is something wrong with 
the election machinery of union- 
ism. This is not necessarily proof 
of the wrong. A good man could be 
elected again and again by 
the 
rank and file in their own self-in-1 
terest. But the facts prove that the 
rank and file have no influential 
voice. If ballots are cast at all, it 
is the subjects who are voted by 
the bosses, equivalent to the ward 
bosses of the worst metropolitan 
machines, not the people who vote 
the ballots. 
In many cases, there is no pre- 
tense of popular rule through elec- 
tions. John L. Lewis; one of the 
great powers of unionism, doesn't 
even b o t h e r to deny that he 
"votes" a majority of the districts 
of the United Mine Workers in all 
executive decisions 
through 
his 


control of two-thirds of the dis- 
tricts by appointive satraps. He 
boldly maintains 
that a 
district 
boss is not necessarily more intelli- 
gent or honest by reason of 
his 


having been elected by the miners 
in a secret ballot than others are 
who were appointed by him to re- 
olace rebellious elected leaders. He 
has a point there. But his appoint-
